The applicant received a communication from the Patent Office dated September 14, 
2005 in the above-referenced application indicating that the Election submitted on August 8, 
2005, was not fully responsive to the Restriction Requirement dated July 8, 2005, and that a new 
time period, the longer of one month or thirty days from the mailing date of the communication, 
was set for the applicant to respond. 
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In response to the communication from the Patent Office dated September 14, 2005, the 
applicants wish to clarify that SEQ ID NO:34 (XptA2 Xwi) should have been elected as the 
Protein A sequence for initial examination purposes. This sequence is the same as SEQ ID 
NO:20, but the examiner correctly noted that SEQ ID NO:20 is not the sequence referred to in 
the claims. The undersigned apologizes for any confusion in this regard. 

The applicants maintain their election of Group I (claims 1-15 and 18-20, directed to a 
method of controlling insects via Protein A, Protein B, and Protein C) and the election of SEQ 
ID NO:45 (TcdB2) for Protein B. 

The applicants also hereby elect SEP ID NO:47 (TccC3) for Protein C, for initial 
examination purposes. This election is made in favor of, and supersedes and replaces SEQ ID 
NO:57 (TccC5), which was a combined DNA/amino acid sequences. 

Although it is believed that no fees are due in connection with this Supplemental 
Response, the Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge any such fees to Deposit Account
